Building Case Held on 
Complaint of Pair Who 
Invested Savings. 


James H. Calvert, a contractor 
involved three years ago with two 
Egan gangsters in obtaining ex- 
cessive profits from construction 
of a building at St. Louis Univer- 
sity, was charged with embezzle- 
ment in a warrant issued today 
after a complaint that he accepted 
$6600 to build homes which were 
never started. 

Complainants were Mr. and Mrs. 
John H. Adelhardt, of 4709 Sacra- 
mento avenue, who said that they 
had invested their lifetime savings 
with Calvert when he to 
build them two houses in Electra 
= a North St. Louis subdivi- 
sion. 

The warrant, issued by Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Thomas E. 
Burns, charged Calvert with the 
embezzlement of $2500 represent- 
ing the sum paid by the couple 
for a house whith he contracted 
to complete by last Feb. 15. The 
remainder of the funds they ad- 
vanced represented payments on 
a dwelling scheduled for comple- 
tion March 15 but not begun. 

Calvert, who is 49 years old and 
lives at 1456A Hamilton avenue, 
was arrested after an investiga- 
tion by Detective Sgt. James 
Turner, who is a son-in-law of 
the Adelhardts. 

Turner told the Post-Dispatch 
that Calvert called upon the Adel- 
hardts last October after they had 
answered an advertisement that 
Calvert had inserted under the 
name of the Acme Construction 
Co. offering to build homes at a 
reasonable price. 

Agreements were subsequently 
made, Turner said, in which Cal- 
vert contracted to construct a 
three-room frame house for $11,- 
132, exclusive of the lot, and to 
build a similar dwelling for $6500, 
plus $1062 for a lot. The Adel- 
hardts, borrowing part of the 
money, put up about $6600 as 
down payments but never have 
received title to any property nor 
has construction begun, he said. 

Repeated attempts to get Calvert 
to return their money or build the 
houses, which were to have been 
completed by last Feb. 15, Turner 
said, failed. The Adelhardts com- 
plained last week, he said, to As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney William 
Geekie, who obtained a promise 
from Calvert to refund their 
money. When he failed to do s0, 
Turner brought about his arrest.

If for in- 
stance a sufficient force could be 
counted on to prevent the Russian 
Army from moving beyond the 
Elbe, then European. civilization 
could breathe again. 

“The real frontier of western 
Europe which must be defended 
must be moved well beyond the 
reach of the actual frontiers be- 
cause once the geographical -fron- 
tiers of these countries are crossed 
it will be too late for America to 
save very much.

Bader filed for the nomination 
with the backing of Circuit Clerk 
Henry L. Berger and the reported 
backing of the anti-Kaufmann fac- 
tion of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, headed by Magistrate W. 
T. O. Hart. 

Bader's Stand. 

Bader said today his “whole idea 
in getting into the race was in 
the interest of y *harmony.” 
However, his filing apparently had 
the opposite effect. 

Veteran Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
who has announced he will not 
seek re-election, has indorsed Alex- 
ander, who formerly was employed 
in Nolte’s office as superintendent 
of the municipal garage. Nolte, it 
was learned, was actively seeking 
to get Bader to withdraw from 
the race yesterday. 

Although the Mayor did not re- 
fer directly to the Alexander-Bader 
contest in his statement, there was 
no doubt he had it in mind. J. 
Edward Gragg, lawyer, has the 
support of Republican ward or- 
ganizations for the Republican 
mayoral nomination. 

Kaufmann said in his statement: 

“There never has existed in my 
mind any doubt that the Repub- 
lican party can and will win the 
mayoralty and comptrollership 
and maintain majority control of 
the Board of Aldermen.

ident of the American University 
at Cairo, Egypt. For lack of an 
international plan the peace may 


the faculty at the Cairo university 
since 1935, spoke before members 
of the St. Louis branch of the 
Foreign Policy Association at 
Hotel DeSoto. If a single plan 
for the geographic entity which 
is the Middle East is not adopted, 
he said, the billions of dollars now 
being poured into the area for 
oil will have as destructive an 
effect on the region's economy as 
an atomic bomb, he asserted. 

Russia’s attempted penetration 
of the Middle East through a 
system of Communist cells, which 
Dr. Badeau noted in several places 
in 1938, has failed, he related. The 
ordinary citizen of the area is 
deeply religious and Communism 
and irreligion are identified in 
the popular mind, he said. 

Russia’s hope to unseat what 
the Reds call “Landlord Govern- 
ments” of the region still may ma- 
terialize if lack of planning per- 
mits a boom-and-bust cycle in 
Saudi Arabia, the speaker predict- 
ed. He pointed out that Saudi 
Arabia, because of its oil. will 
undergo unbalanced and unset- 
tling growth if its economy is not 
geared to assist in the develop- 
ment of its neighbors. 

To the Arab world, Dr. Badeau 
said, Palestine is a symbol of the 
way the western nations have 
“pushed around” the Middle East 
for generations. He urged a stable, 
not an expanding, Israel, which 
will disseminate technological in- 
dustrial knowledge rather than be- 
come the dominant manufacturing 
nation of the region. 

Dr. Badeau said in conversation 
after his talk that the unversity 
he heads offers a large adult edu- 
cation program. He added he be- 
lieved adult education offers the 
best way to preserve the peace. 

He is the author of “East and 
West of Suez,” a textbook, and 
edits the Journal of Modern Edu- 
cation, only professional education 
journal in Arabic that circulates 
in the Middle East. In the recent 
war he was given two leaves of 
absence from his duties in Egypt 
to come to the United States as 
chief Middle East specialist for the 
Office of War Information.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26 (AP)—The 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers Union announced yesterday it 
will seek this year a general wage 
increase and improved health and |

welfare benefits. 
The union of 100,000 members 
struck against leading meat pack- 


ers on March 16 last year for a 
wage increase of 29 cents an hour. | 
The men went back to work on 
May 21 at most of the plants for | 
a hike of nine cents an hour, the | 
amount offered before the strike. 

In a statement by President 
Ralph Helstein, the union did not 
set forth the amount of general 
wage increase to be sought. The 
statement listed among the 
union’s goals, national and local 
legislation prohibiting any em- 
ployer from operating a plant or 
enterprise “while a legally called 
strike is in effect.” 

The union recalled that three 
of its members were killed in last 
years strike because of “the de- 
cision of the employers to operate 
in face of our legal strike.” 

Helstein’s statement said the 
union noted the “sharp reduction 
in working hours which we pre- 
dicted over a year ago has had 
a serious effect on weekly earn- 
ings.” It added that “reduced 
numbers of livestock evailable for 
Slaughter can only mean con- 
tinued short work weeks.” 

One-third of the workers, the 
union said, are paid the common 
labor rate of $1.15 an hour for 
men and $1.05 for women, a stand- 
ard that is slightly lower in the 
south. The top pay for a packing 
house hand is about $1.75. 

The union contract guarantees 
36 hours of work a week. Because 
of reduced slaughter, the union 
said, work recently has been run- 
ning less than 40 hours a week. 

Earnings of packing house 
workers, the statement continued, 
“are far below the figures neces- 
Bary to approach the United 
States Department of Labor fam- 
ily budget.” 

The union expressed a_ de- 
termination to seek health, „el- 
fare and retirement protection “to 
go far beyond our present sick 
pay” and to include medical care, 
hospitalization, disability, pension 
and death benefits.”
